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* WILMINGTON - Red, White, and 
Blue they made it. With flags and 
wings and children’s drawings, 
they*b built it. And with love and cer- 
emony on a windswept September 
morning, they dedicated it. 

»Where Angels Play brought 
together volunteers, donors, resi- 
dents, police and fire department 
honor guards, an assistant princi- 
pal from Sandy Hook Elementary, 
NFL -players, local dignitaries, 


and, of course, children for the 
dedication of the Sean Collier play- 
ground on the shore of Silver Lake 
Saturday morning. 

With an immense American Flag 
hung from the Fire Department’s 
Tower 1 flying over the beach, the 
patriotic theme was as clear as 
Collier’s love for the flag. Collier 
was an MIT Police Officer at the 
time he was killed by Tamerlan 
and Dzhokhar Tsarnaev brothers 
who were fleeing from law enforce- 
ment just days after the Boston 
Marathon bombings. 

Several drawings by Collier’s 
youngest family members were 


memorialized as panels on the new 
play structure. His young cousin 
Willa Roberts drew the panel with 
police cruisers that said, “Police 
officers are our friends.” 

Nieces Kailey and Cate Lynch 
drew “Always look before crossing” 
and “Don’t talk to strangers” pan- 
els as well, embedding into the 
design of the playground the 
importance of community policing 
to Collier. 

Ellie Kelleher, Sean’s grandmoth- 
er, told the Town Crier that she 
was “just blown away with the 
playground,” and confirmed that 
its patriotic design reflected her 


grandson’s love of the flag. 

Honor guards from Wilmington 
Police and Fire Departments, the 
MIT Police Department, and the 
Boston Fire Department carried 
the flags in for the ceremony. 
Adding to the solemnity of the cer- 
emony, the national anthem was 
sung beautifully by the Boston 
Children’s Theater. 

Bill Lavin, the founder of Where 
Angels Play, spoke to the assem- 
bled crowd and explained how the 
tragedy at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in December 
2012 inspired the project, in this 
case, to honor “Hero and Angel 


Sean Collier.” 

Town Manager Jeff Hull wel- 
comed the crowd and thanked the 
many local people who participat- 
ed in bringing the playground -to 
fruition, including Mike Woods and 
Jerry Lawrenson from the DPW 
for prepping the site; Paul Alunni, 
Town Engineer; Valerie Gingrich,

WILMINGTON- The roles and responsibilities of a school 
ommittee member were the subject of heated debate on 
~ Wednesday night, as committee member Mary Jane Byrnes 
found herself the subject of an intense discussion and 
debate.

} trict received from the state, courtesy of a bill drawn by 
_ Representative James Miceli. Byrnes had inquired with

' reportedly requested a much smaller amount than the 
' $25,000 received, and Byrnes stated that she was stunned 
' when Superintendent Mary DeLai informed her of the grant. 
Byrnes maintains, and presented a letter from Miceli that 
ae : sie fe ee ae Ss = SCcorroborated her statement, that she informed Miceli from 
a a Ee ee ee ee eee? the outset of the process that she was not presenting on 
behalf of the school committee. 

“TJ didn’t advocate for a grant. I talked to Miceli about state 
funding and he took that and created a bill.

view that her dealings with Miceli in 
régards to the WCSP could be so easily 
divorced from her role as a school commit- 
tee. 

*I don’t know that you can so easily put on 
and take off the school committee hat,” 
Steve Bjork said. 

*You have a_ relationship with 
Representative Miceli because you are our 
liaison to our state reps,” chairperson 
Margaret Kane stated. “He’s well aware of 
who you are. For us, it clouds the waters.” 

Another major point of contention for the 
polite, but often heated, discussion was the 
intended use of the funds. Byrnes repeatedly 
stated that they had asked for far less than 
what Miceli ultimately placed in his bill, but 
Byrnes also stated that she did not know, or 
could not speak to, what Garrity intended to 
do with the funds. 

The school committee expressed concerns 
that at least some of the money had been 
intended for Garrity to grant herself a 
salary for what had previously been a volun- 
teer position. As Garrity is an employee of 
the school system, advocating for funds that 
would financially benefit her represents a 
clear breach in school committee rules. 

Byrnes stated that she was unaware that 
Garrity was an employee of the school dis- 
triety-and that she believed that the funds 
were not intended for a salary. 

If it’s something to benefit the communi- 
ty, we have that ability to do so, whether it’s 


said. “We have that right and that ability as 
public officials to do so and to help out in 
our community. I was trying to help out a 
program that I think is viable.” 

Superintendent DeLai expressed frustra- 
tion with the whole situation, as the 
Wilmington school district has other items 
of priority that could have used such fund- 
ing and state support. 

“J can honestly say as superintendent, 
there are a lot of priorities that we have as 
a school district for which $25,000, mental 
health first-aid being just one example, that 
I would’ve loved to have known there was a 
possibility to advocate for,” DeLai said. 

But the subject that drew the most ire from 
the committee members was the lack of 
communication throughout the process. 
Byrnes stated that because she did not con- 
sider the situation to be related to the school 
committee and school district, she did not 
feel it was necessary to consult the other 
committee members or Superintendent 
DeLai when requesting the funds. 

“The other piece that I find troubling is 
that none of us knew. We didn’t know. We 
weren’t acting as a committee, you were act- 
ing as an individual,” said Julie Broussard. 

“The bottom line here is that you should 
not be advocating to our state rep. for 
money, separate from us,” Kane informed 
Byrnes. “We can’t have each of us going 
around asking for money from people.” 

Both Kane and Byrnes declined to com- 
ment on the issue when interviewed by the

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A look back at 1955

A town gravel pit in North 
Wilmington became a hot topic in the 
summer of 1955 when it was discovered 
that a large quantity of gravel had 
gone missing. 

The pit was on what is known as 
Abigail's Island, named for a girl who 
became lost there nearly 200 years 
ago. Abigail Brown was the daughter 
of Dr. Silas Brown, who purchased the 
Harnden Tavern in 1818. She was eight 
when her family came to Wilmington. 

Northeast of the Harnden Tavern is a 
large swampy area, sometimes called 
Nod Meadow. For nearly 90 years now, 
it has been the primary wellfield of the 
Wilmington Water Department. 

While still a young girl, Abigail 
became lost in that large swamp. Her 
father found her in a hilly area sur- 
rounded by that swamp. Thereafter, 
the area was known as Abigail’s 
Island. 

About 130 years later, the town hired 
its first town manager, Dean Cushing. 
He asked Capt. Larz Neilson if he knew 
of a good source. Neilson told him 
there was good gravel on Abigail’s 
Island, owned by the Wilmington 
Water Department. 

Before long, the Highway 
Department was excavating gravel 
from Abigail’s Island. Nobody was 
keeping track of the amount that was 
taken. Then the Water Department 
began using some of the gravel, too. 

Cushing resigned in 1954, and a new 
town manager, Joe Courtney was 
hired. 

In September 1955, the gravel ques-

tion appeared on the selectmen’s table. 
It had all the fixings of a major scan- 
dal, with the selectmen pointing fin- 
gers at each other. 

The selectmen met in an executive 
session on Sept. 23, 1955. Nobody 
talked outside of that meeting, other 
than Courtney, who just said he was 
“plenty burned up.” 

Three days later, in a regular select- 
men’s meeting, it came out that there 
was a large amount of gravel missing 
from town property, and nobody could 
account for it. How much gravel? A 
couple of large hills were missing. A 
letter from Water Supt. Ed Sargent 
estimated that 30,394 cubic yards of 
gravel had disappeared between May 
25 and Sept. 24. (Enough to cover a 
football field 14 feet deep. — ed) 

Selectman Nicky DeFelice said he 
had earlier recommended it would pay 
for the town to pay someone $100 a 
week to watch that gravel pit. 

And where did it go? Some of the 
gravel was used by the town on road 
and water projects. Some of it was 
probably stolen by companies from out 
of town. And some was traded to a 
local gravel company for other gravel. 
For instance, the Water Department, 
at the time, was building the Barrows 
wellfield, between Hathaway Acres 
and Park Street. Some of the construc- 
tion needed crushed gravel, so an 
exchange was set with the J.J. Cronin 
Co. to provide that, with Cronin 
allowed to excavate gravel from 
Abigail’s Island. 

Cronin ran a large gravel processing 
operation off Salem Street and could 
provide specific gravel products such 
as crushed stone. 


The Highway Department also 
swapped gravel with Cronin. Town 
Manager Courtney said that the swaps 
were perhaps not the smartest thing to 
do, but he believed that the highway 
superintendent was operating with the 
best interest of the town at heart. By 
using gravel that was close to the work 
site, and then replacing it with gravel 
from Abigail’s Island, the town had 
saved miles of trucking. 

But it seems that nobody was keeping 
track of anything, at least not on the 
town side of the ledger. Was Cronin? 
Who knows? Courtney said he didn’t 
consider Cronin to have engaged in 
any shady deal whatsoever. 

After the wellfield was completed, 
Cronin was allowed to continue taking 
gravel, reportedly for debit swaps with 
the Water Department. 

How much would 30,000 yards of grav- 
el be worth, in the early 1950s? That 
depends, because much of the cost of 
gravel is for trucking, and Cronin was 
providing that. 

The matter quieted down in the fall. 
In early December, there were a cou- 
ple of mentions in the Town Crier of 
selectmen signing agreements with 
J.J. Cronin to settle the matter. No dol- 
lar figure was quoted. 

The 1955 town report does not men- 
tion the matter, specifically. However, 
there is one line item in the accoun- 
tant’s report, on page 99: Sale of sand, 
$4,551.30. That is most likely the 
amount paid by J.J. Cronin for the 
excess excavation on Abigail’s Island. 

Today, the town DPW garage stands 
next to the road to Abigail’s Island. 
There is no gravel removal, but some 
gravel products are stored there. -- -;

But I think that 
people in a position to see welfare abuse, probably also see 
a lot of welfare abuse. 

I also think that people in a position to see families in need 
probably see a lot of families in need. 

«In Tewksbury we have a number of homeless families that: 

live in our local hotels. The Tewksbury Public Schools 

Community Services department sponsors Christmas gifts 

for these families in need. Our Rotary Club, of which I’m 

privileged to be President this year, also sponsors gifts for 

children of women in a substance abuse recovery unit at 

Tewksbury Hospital. We also give to patients in a different 

detox unit. 

So, I don’t come from nor subscribe to an ethic that values 
shaming people going through a tough time for the sake of 
‘catching’ those who abuse the system. 

I have family members who, upon going through a divorce, 
found themselves without career, health insurance, or 
enough income to support their children. With the help of 
several programs, these mothers got their education, found 
jobs, and were able to lift themselves up. That is what these 
programs are all about. 

Having grown up in Bangor, we also had a program for 
people receiving benefits to help out in our communities - 
giving them a way to tangibly give back and at the same 
time establish relationships and gain recommendations. 

In both Tewksbury and Wilmington today we offer pro- 
gq erems for seniors and veterans to reduce their property tax 
burdens through community service; what better way to 
| meet people where they are? 
| Dignity for all people matters. Mayor Macdonald seems to 
| have forgotten that, amid the budget frustrations he seems 
‘ to be encountering. Of course, as a two-term mayor these 
budget problems hang squarely around his neck. 
| Scapegoating a population, the same one he says progres- 
: sives victimized, just becomes a self-fulfilling prophecy. 

, It’s the same notion that we should drug test all welfare 

‘ recipients, because, hey, lots of people have to take drug 

| tests in order to work (and therefore pay taxes). Except, 

, this fantasyland ignores two things. First, the basic inhu- 

| manity of cutting off people with substance abuse problems 

_ rather than reaching out to help them. Second, the notion 
| that this will save money rather than cost money is prepos- 
s} terous. The cost to drug test all benefits recipients will bank- 
4 rupt the program before it saves it. Instead, there must be a 
| better way. 

The better way, of course, is to help people find their feet. 
Help them find a way back to self-sufficiency. Some will take 
it and some won’t. 

‘Are there welfare reforms we could do? Sure. But shaming 
people isn’t one of them. 

Fortunately, neither the legislature nor the governor sup- 
ports this mayor’s ideas. Let’s hope, instead, they work 
together to find ways to grow opportunity and reduce the 
reliance on welfare for the right reasons. That’s what lead- 
ership is supposed to be about.

Last Day to request a review 
of Hurricane Sandy Flood 
Insurance Claims, Oct. 15 


Two weeks remain for 
National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP) insurance 
policyholders to submit their 
Hurricane Sandy Claims for 
review by the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency. The last day to sub- 
mit claims is Thursday, Oct. 
15, 2015. 

The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development recently 
announced that any addi- 
tional flood insurance pro- 
ceeds up to $20,000 will not 
be treated as duplicative, 
and will not be recouped by 
HUD or its grantees. To date, 
approximately three out of 
four NFIP claimants have 
received less than $20,000 in 
additional compensation 
from FEMA, and will not 
face any possible repayment 
of HUD-funded grants. 

Policyholders can call the 
NFIP’s Hurricane Sandy 
claims center at 866-337-4262 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Eastern Daylight Time 
(EDT), Monday through 
Friday, to request a review. 
It is important to have your 
policy number and_ insur- 
ance company name ready 
when you call. As of Sept. 16, 
more than 14,000 policyhold- 
ers have requested reviews 
of their Sandy flood insur- 
ance claims.

Ba, $ you wait in line at the Starbucks drive-thru for that 
pumpkin spice latte, you’re probably looking around, 
wondering when the leaves will start to turn. 

Forecasts show peak foliage should take place Columbus 

Day. weekend. If you go by the. Farmer’s Almanac, in 

‘Massachusetts, peak foliage will be October 5 - 21 inland ‘and 

October 12 - 28 coastal. 

Changes in leaf color actually begin long before autumn. 
‘tte process starts after the first and longest day of summer, 
June 21, in the Northern Hemisphere according to 
forestryabout. com. 

ee pigments are responsible for tree leaf color: chloro- 

‘phyll, which creates the green color, carotenoid creates yel- 

‘low, orange and brown and anthocyanin produces red. 

During summer, leaves appear green because of pigments 
produced by leaf cells known as chlorophyll. Chlorophyll 
covers the pigment carotenoid, which is why you do not see 
ithe" ‘yellow, orange and brown during summer months. 

; As autumn approaches and there is less sunlight, less 

chlorophyll is produced. As chlorophyll weakens within the 

leaves, carotenoid is exposed and fall colors begin to show. 

Autumn colors are most prominent after a warm, wet 
‘spring, a warm summer that hasn’t been subjected to overly 
hot or dry days and warm fall days with cool nights. The lat- 
iter creates the anthocyanin in some trees, responsible for 
the reds, purples and crimson colors. 

. You, can identify different tree species by leaf color: red, 
‘brown or russet is found on maples, oaks and tupelo trees. 
;Yellow and bright yellow - beech, birch, ash and some 
‘map es. Leaves on maple trees can ‘also range from orange- 
red (sugar maple) to radiant yellow (black maple) to bright scarlet (red maple). 

Even the white pine has subtle changes in color. Sibley Guides has a pictorial history 
showing older needles turning pale yellow then brown before they drop. 

The above-mentioned trees can be found in the Wilmington Forest, according to an inven- 
tory of plants by the Wilmington Town Forest Recreation & Management Plan. 

eat color classification from a distance may not be 100 percent accurate, but if you plan 
on hiking, there are various online resources for more precision. For example, if you want 
-to,identify trees up close and personal, visit the Arbor Day Foundation’s “What Tree is 
-‘That?” link www.arborday.org/trees/whattree/whatTree.cfm?ItemID=E6A which describes 
+yarjous leaves in detail along with a visual guide. If you’re hiking with children or a scout- 
‘ing organization earning a badge (tree badge, girlscouts.org or forestry merit badge, scout- 
ing.org) a printable New England tree leaf identification guide allows you to play “leaf 
bingo” by drawing or coloring found leaves next to the originals. You can also “Identify’a 
Tree by Leaf Silhouette” with a gallery of 25 images on foresty.about.com. 

Foliage webcams are fun to watch as the season progresses. A blogger and photographer 
from Salem, Massachusetts has set up an extensive website with articles on foliage, scenic 
drives by state and webcams for viewing foliage around New England (jeff-foliage.com). 
The foliage network also has webcams, in addition to color and leaf drop reports. According 
to’the report, there has been little to no change in color in New England as of September 
28, 2015. 

‘If you’d like to plant trees in your yard that produce fall foliage, Tewksbury has several 
garden centers, including Home Depot, Tewksbury Garden and Greenery and Mahoney’s 
Garden Center. Ask for a specialist who can recommend which trees or shrubs to plant, 
and the best time of year to plant them. 

For more information on seasonal horticulture, connect with your community Garden 
Club. The Tewksbury Garden Club, in conjunction with the Andover Spade and Trowel 
Club, will have a program on low-maintenance, gorgeous seasonal perennials, Wednesday, 
October 14, 7 pm at the Tewksbury Senior Center.

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Pipeline route unacceptable 


The revision of the plan is not better. 

In addition to the Kinder Morgan’s Open House, a 
scoping session was held by the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission (FERC) at Dracut High 
Scheol bringing out slew of residents and legislators 
alike. in strong opposition to the lateral pipeline. 
Dracut has been slated for a proposed 23,000 horse- 
power’ compressor station to which the town is, 
understandably, vehemently opposed. 

As for Wilmington, Kinder Morgan subsidiary, 
Tennessee Gas Pipeline representatives acknowl- 
edged- awareness that the revised pipeline route 
would: traverse a parcel owned and operated by 
Behevento, an aggregate based material supply 
company and quarry. 

Town representatives had raised concerns regard- 
ing the proximity of the revised route to blasting 
operations at the quarry. TGP indicated that the 
pipeline would be designed to “co-exist with the 
expected operations at the site.” The Town respond- 
ed with a request that TGP provide the Town with 
case studies of similar applications. 

Alunni informed the Board that Kinder Morgan is 
still in the pre-filing stage, but will likely present a 
formal application to the Federal Energy Resource 
Commission (FERC) this October, if not sooner. 

Back in July, Kinder Morgan submitted a revised 
pipélirie location through Wilmington to FERC relo- 
cating’ the line to existing overhead electric trans- 
mission line through Town avoiding impacts to the 
Zone-1 Brown’s Crossing and the Salem Street 
Grayel Pack well fields, two vernal pools and the 
Town's Chapter 97 conservation land. 

Alunni expressed two major concerns. First, the 
proximity of the proposed pipeline to Benevento 
quarry which is purportedly 235 feet from the edge 
of Benevento’s property line. The other concern is 
that: the new proposed route goes through Zone 2 
groundwater - still a protected area. Benevento is 
locatéd on Zone 2 as well. 

or obvious reasons, common-sense wise you’d 
want>to separate those two facilities as far as they 
canbe, but they’ve kind of inched closer to [the rock 
quarry ],” said Alunni. 

Alunni told the Board that he had asked FERC for 
an independent evaluation that quantifies impacts to 
wells, but at this point in the pre-filing stage, he does 
not-expect an answer during the next couple of 
months. 

In defense of their proposed plan, Kinder Morgan 
cited two locations where pipeline had been placed 
near a quarry however have not responded to the 
request by the Town and Alunni for more data on the 
validity and viability of their claim. When asked 
about the ramifications of placing a gas pipeline in 
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close proximity to an active blasting location, 
Kinder Morgan representatives told both Alunni and 
Benevento Operations Manager William Schneider, 
“Don’t worry about it.” 

“Also”, said Alunni, “We are not sure if they’re talk- 
ing about an active quarry or not in those two 
cases.” 

“We are in a holding pattern. We’re waiting for 
Kinder Morgan to file their formal application with 
FERC.” 

To add to the complexity of a system already 
replete with requirements, there is the option of 
becoming an ‘intervener’ which has the potential to 
send a town into a tailspin of red tape, and at the 
very least, more email than Town officials might 
have time for while effectively running a communi- 


Alunni, who has been invaluable as a conduit 
between the Town and FERC, in addition to repre- 
sentatives from Kinder Morgan, apprised the Board, 
“There’s one process that the Board should be aware 
of, which is becoming an intervener.” 

According to FERC, becoming an intervener is not 
complicated and provides the filer with official 
rights. The intervener will receive the applicant’s fil- 
ings and other Commission documents related to the 
case and materials filed by other interested parties. 

An intervener will also be able to file briefs, appear 
at hearings and be heard by the courts. An interven- 
er is obligated to mail copies of what you file with

an intervener the right to appeal a FERC decision in - 
court is lost. 

As the undertaking could be overwhelming, Hull is 
deferring to Counsel on the issue and plans to maké+' 
an October 13, 2015 recommendation to the Board. 

Selectman Michael Newhouse cited the company’s 
cavalier approach to their most recent proposal to. 
place the pipeline in close proximity to Zone 2 
groundwater and an active quarry. “With reference 
to the proximity to an active quarry, literally, the 
first time they talked to Benevento was back in sum= 
mer of 2014. The same representation continues to be” 
made with no data. We’ve asked for an evaluation. If. 
that request is honored, it won’t be until Kindsrig 
Morgan formally files with FERC.” 

Alunni maintains that it’s the responsibility of” 
Kinder Morgan to perform the evaluation and what 
a 55 foot corridor would do to the aquifer to these two 
wells, and other pertinent questions. Also, the case 
studies, I would like to know are they active quarries, 
what size are the pipes and to see what they are pro- 
posing. 

“It seems to me that you’re thinking well in 
advance. A healthy amount of skepticism is warr ant- 
ed,” said Newhouse.

He also recognized all the 
Selectmen and the School 
Committee members who 
were present, including MJ 
Byrnes, Peggy Kane, and 
Ginny Bonish. He also 
kindly thanked the Collier 
Family. 

“Above all, Bill Lavin, of 
Where Angels Play, this is 
a true calling for him,” 
said Hull. “Turning dark- 
ness into light is his true 
mission.” 

Three special speakers 
(all residents of 
Wilmington) came out to 
honor Sean, too. Matthew 
Hackett, from Wilmington 
Public Schools, Captain 
Michael Cabral of the 
Somerville Police 
Department, and Chief 
John DeFava of the MIT 
Police Department. 

Hackett served both as 
Sean’s teacher in high 
school and his tennis 
coach. He noted that Sean 
left two immediate and 
lasting impressions. First, 
that he was always smiling 
and happy. Second, that he 
had an outstanding rela- 
tionship with his peers and 
genuinely cared about oth- 
ers. 

“Sean will always be 
remembered as a hero,” 
said Hackett. “This play- 
ground ensures that chil- 
dren will always smile in 
Sean’s memory.” 

Capt. Cabral talked about 
Sean’s legacy with the 
Somerville Police 
Department, and how he 
came into the career. 
Cabral helped Sean attend 
the Police Academy and 
eventually coordinated a 
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connection to Chief John 
DeFava. He also praised 
Selectman Lou Cimaglia 
whom he approached with 
the idea of the playground, 
saying Lou “Took the ball 
and ran with it.” 

“Sean left us too soon. He 
did an amazing job,” said 
Cabral. “He made a differ- 
ence in the lives of every- 
one he touched.” 

Cabral also _ thanked 
Sean’s mother, Kelly 
Rogers, stating “If she had- 
n’t brought him into this 
world, none of us would 
have been touched by 
Sean.” 

Chief DeFava also spoke 
about Collier’s journey into 
the police force through 
the lens of how people join 
the industry. Some, he 
said, come through logical 
extension of military serv- 
ice. Others are raised in a 
family of police officers. 
Some find that through life 
circumstances they need a 
job, a category DeFava 
places himself in, and are 
lucky to find this career. 
Finally there are “the 
blessed few that were born 
to wear the uniform. They 
do it right every day. That 
was Sean.” 

DeFava talked -about 
Sean’s legacy on _ the 
sprawling MIT campus, 
remembered by faculty, 
students, international stu- 
dents, researchers, and 
even sports teams. 

“He was about life, about 
love, and about people,” 
said DeFava. 

Sean’s grandparents 
raised the Where Angels 
Play flag with a special 
guest, Tony Salvatore, who 
was an assistant principal 
in Newtown, CT at the time 
of the Sandy Hook mas- 
sacre. Salvatore was visi- 
bly moved during the cere- 
mony, and his presence 
was a quiet comfort to 
many in the crowd. 

Later former New 
England Patriots players 
Joe Andruzzi and Matt 
Chatham were introduced. 
For Andruzzi, who spoke, 
the dual legacies of domes- 
tic terrorism from 9/11 and 
the Boston Marathon 
bombings prompted his 
participation in Saturday’s 
dedication. 

Andruzzi’s three brothers 
are all New York City 
Firefighters and responded 
to the World Trade Center 
on 9/11. With the Boston 
Marathon bombings, the 
terror he felt on 9/11 came 
rushing back, but this time 
he was on the front lines. 
His charitable foundation 
was hosting an event on 
Boylston Street. Chatham, 
who attended the event, 
was standing just ten feet 
behind the Richard family 
when the pressure cooker 
bomb exploded. 
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State Senator Bruce Tarr 
spoke eloquently about the 
playground project, tying 
the spirits of freedom’ and 
partnership with the free 
dom of play. ; 

“This special place will 
live in our hearts forever,” 
said Tarr. “The people ‘of 
this great community who 
never forget to raise up the 
values that make this coun- 
try great.” 

“Today we celebrate two 
very special spirits, the 
spirit of partnership where 
people believe that we are, 
in fact, indivisible, and the 
spirit of freedom. Where 
others bring terror, wé will: 
bring courage, we > will 
bring hope, and we: will: 
bring joy.” 

“When someone terrae: 
izes our schools we will: 
rebuild. We will reopen.’ We 
will educate our children, 

“And when someone takes 
our joy, we will build’a 
playground... Then — the 
children will know ‘that 
they live in a place “that 
gives liberty, justice, and 
freedom for all.”

Schell, 29, is no stranger to 
success in the race, having 
won three times in a row, but 
even for him, this year 
seemed to go better than 
expected, as he broke his 
own course record with his 
16:45.2 finish. 

Schell had to battle not 
only the rest of the field, but

weren't so much. 

But now this story is differ- 
ent. This time I have the 
chance to tell my own run- 
ning story and hopefully 
you'll all find it interesting 
and inspiring. 

I was one of the 234 partic- 


ipants who competed and’ 


finished the 5K race in 
Sunday's 11th annual 
Wilmington Road _ Race, 
sixth sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce. It 
was my first 5K ever and I'm 
extremely proud that I was 
able to compete and finish 
considering it was just three 
months ago where running, 
or doing basically any kind 


of activity - besides sitting 
on the couch watching the 
Red Sox games with a soda 
and bag of Cape Cod Potato 
Chips - was out of the realm 
of any possibilities. 

Back in early July I was 
the heaviest, weight wise, I 
had ever been in life. I had 
no energy for anything, no 
motivation to do anything 
and didn't care about adding 
pounds every single day. At 
that time I just finished nine 
long months of covering 
high school sports, I was 
mentally exhausted and just 
wanted to relax on the couch 
with my goodies, with the AC 
cranked and listening to Don 
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: drop off in numbers and hop- 


ing that will change next 
year. 

“We had 500 total partici- 
pants registered for either 
the half marathon, 5K, or 
the walk,” she said. “We had 
about 130 less participants 
this year over last but last 
year was our tenth anniver- 


sary and people came out in 
droves (632 to be exact). 

“I was hoping all those 
folks would return this year 
so I was a bit disappointed 
with the numbers. Over the 
past six years we average 
about 550 participants a 
year. While our 5K race was 
popular this year, where we 
fell short over prior years is 
with the 5K walkers and low- 
est half marathon numbers 
since 2011.” 

As usual the event dis- 
played three large number 
of groups, 'Team Kelli’, 
"Team Collier Strong' and 
the 'Sole Sisters Running 
Club'. Team Kelli continued 
to be strong with their green 
shirts in memory of Kelli 
Murray, the Popular Mother 
of five who passed away five 
years ago. The Team Collier 
group also were on hand to 
pay respect for the 
Wilmington resident and 
MIT Police Officer who 
passed away after being shot 
during the Boston Marathon 
Bombings. 

According to Vallee, the 
funds from the event are

Cusick and Hartford 
battle it out for top spot

WILMINGTON - For most 
runners a second place fin- 
ish and a time of 1:16.54 ina 
half marathon would be a 
cause for celebration. But 
most runners probably don’t 
have the high standards for 
themselves that Carl 
Hartford does, which is why 
his second place finish in 
Sunday’s lith Annual 
Chamber of Commerce Half 
Marathon felt somewhat dis- 
appointing. 

“I had been sick all week, 
and I was actually told not to 
run today, but I said you 
know what, let’s jut get out 
there and see what we can 
do,” Hartford said. “I just 
went out there and tried to 
have some fun with it. It did 
not go the way I would have 
liked, so that was a little dis- 
appointing, but I am glad I 
came out and tried to run 
anyway.” 

The 30-year old Wilmington 
resident, the top local finish- 
er in the race, might actually 
have reason for his disap- 
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pointment, having won this 
race twice previously, 
including last year, but to 
any outside observer, 
Hartford had a truly out- 
standing day with his second 
place finish. 

Hartford was crossed the 
finish line just over two min- 
utes after winner Fran 
Cusick, out pacing the 
remainder of the field by at 
least 16 seconds. Not bad at 
all for a disappointment, and 
not bad at all for what was 
somewhat of a training run 
as he prepares for a future 
race. 

“I am really getting ready 
for the Army Ten-Miler in 
two weeks (in Washington, 
D.C.). I have been training 
pretty hard for that for six 
months. Every year I run 
that with my company. This 
is my last step before that , 
and unfortunately it did not 
really go the way I wanted it 
to.” 

But while the results may 
not have been exactly what 
Hartford would have liked, 
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Innovation, Warner Babcock 
Institute and Colonial 
Fireplace. ne 

As for the event itself, the 
5K went off first at 10:00 am, 
and once again for the third 
straight year, current WHS 
Cross-Country and track 
coach Brian Schell was the 
winner. He broke his previ- 
ous course record with a 
time of 16:45.2, beating out 
Benjamin Ndaya, who was 
in at 17:07.4. 

Rounding out the other top 
ten male finishers from 
Wilmington include: Chris 
Maienza (3rd, 17:25.0), Kevin 
Richardson (4th, 18:40.7), 
Steve Zella (7th, 20:03.70), 
Brian Mason (8th, 20:16.5), 


Leigh Martinson (10th, 
20:34.5), Adam  Surrette 
(12th, 20:50.7), Douglyss 


Giuliana (16th, 21:43.0), Tony 
Larosa (20th, 22:08.3) and Ed 
Robinson (22nd, 22:21.0). 

Biliana Mihaylova of Ayer 
was the top female finisher 
as she was fifth overall with 
a time of 19:50.6. 

“I thought it was a really 
good course,” she said. “It 
was really well marked and I 
thought the volunteers did a 
really good job in pointing 
the runners in the right 
direction.”

Vanisky 
planned the 
right move

WILMINGTON - If not for 
some unfortunate planning, 
Tracy Vanisky may have 
made her debut in the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce Half Marathon a 
year ago. 

But as it turned out, the one 
year delay was well worth 
the wait for her to make her 
mark on the local racing 
scene. 

The 40-year old Vanisky, 
who moved to Wilmington 
from Medford just two years 
ago, was the top Wilmington 
female finisher in Sunday’ 
1ith Annual Chamber of 
Commerce Half Marathon, 
finishing 44th overall in-a 
time of 1:42:13.5, which was 
also good enough to win the 
Female 40-49 age bracket by 
more than six minutes over 
her nearest competitor. 

“I wanted to run last year, 
and I actually registered for 
it, but then we had a family 
reunion, so I had to miss it,” 
Vanisky said. “But I wasn’t 
going to miss it this year.” 

She most certainly did not 
miss it, instead turning in 
one of the better performanc- 
es of any female from any 
age group, finishing as the 
eighth female overall, as well 
as winning her age bracket. 
Vanisky knew she had run a 
good race, and finished with 
a good time, but she had -no 
idea just how well she had 
done compared to her com- 
petition. 

“J am so surprised and so 
excited,” Vanisky said. “I 
just joined a running group 
and I also just qualified :to 
run my first § Boston 
Marathon, so that was great 
as well. But I am super 
excited about this.” 

It was Vanisky’s first time 
on the Chamber — of 
Commerce course, but she 
was quickly impressed with 
the course as well as the 
effort of the many volunteers 
that made the race run so 


smoothly. 
“J actually loved the 
course,” Vanisky said.

Literally, from the Couch to a 5K 
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and Jerry - unfortunately 
for the last summer - and 
rest up before another sea- 
son came upon me. 

Anyways, a few days before 
July 13th, my wife Julie and 
I decided it was time for a 
drastic life-style change. I 
know for myself, I wasn't 
happy with my appearance 
and I knew if I continued to 
drink soda and eat oreo 
cookies, potato chips, burg- 
ers, dogs and pizza at games 
especially late at night, I 
probably wouldn't be enjoy- 
ing my marriage, or any Sox 
games down the line. Heart 
Attack City was awaiting my 
arrival. 

July 13th came and the two 
of us joined the local gym 
here in Hudson, Mass where 
we reside. That first day I 
got on the treadmill and just 
knew that I had a lot of work 
to do. A lot. It started out 
with walks on the treadmill. 
A mile here or there went to 
two miles. That lasted about 
the first ten days. Then I 
thought I could try to run, 
but that was extremely 
tough. The beginning stages 
was painful - running even a 
minute took a lot out of me, 
especially since I have asth- 
ma: 

Over the next week or so I 
tried running for a minute, 
resting for a minute and 
then that climbed to running 
for two minutes to five and 
resting for one or two. The 
improvement didn't happen 
overnight. There were days I 
went backwards, or didn't 
progress at all, or days I still 
felt lousy. 

I hit those bumps in the 
road head on but then in the 
early days of August I was 
able to start running for 
about ten minutes straight 
before taking a breather. It 
continued to get better - 12, 
15,- 20 minutes and then 
about three weeks ago I was 
able to do 2.6 miles straight. 

During this entire time I 
was working out, I must 
admit that I was completely 
delusional as well. I was hop- 
ing and thinking that I could 
drop all of this weight - 
overnight, be in tip-top shape 
and participate in 
Wilmington's Road Race at 
the end of September. 
Family members and friends 
told me I was crazy “Maybe 
next spring, you can do a 5K, 
but three months? No way.” I 
heard that a lot. I was losing 
some weight, but not drasti- 
cally as I thought it would 
happen. 

Right before September 
eame around, I had lost 20 
pounds and was feeling pret- 
ty good. It was a month 
straight without any soda, 
chips, cookies, and basically 
no bread, chocolate and any 
kind of junk. It was then that 
I thought, between the loss 
of weight and running 2.6 
miles on the treadmill, that 
the road race was within 
reach. 

Over the first two-weeks 
plus of September, I 
improved at the gym and ran 
befween 2.6 and 3.1 miles six 
different times on the tread- 
mill. I knew then, I had to 
try. the Wilmington Road 
Race. I signed up online a 
week before the race. But the 
problem was I had no train- 
ing on actual pavements for 
the race. Again delusional. I 
thought, no problem. I've 
done 3.1 miles in the gym 
and_if the streets are that 
much different, I can walk a 


bit. 

Wrong! I quickly found out 
before I even got to High 
Street that I wasn't. Not hav- 
ing the street training was a 
huge mistake on my part. I 
struggled to run the 3.1 miles 
- I was cramping up, I was 
overthinking it, I was breath- 
ing heavier than normal. I 
ran a little ways and then 
walk some. It was very 
tough. No lie whatsoever. It 
wasn't the gym that's for 
sure. 

With about a half mile to 
go, I came up from the 
Federal Street Hill and had 
to walk a few steps to get up 
to the top of it. I saw by 
buddy Dan Dion, the 
Wilmington Police Officer, 
who saw the look of discour- 
agement on my face and said 
“it's all down hill from here.” 
That helped me. 

I started to job again, only 
to walk a few more steps, 
only to jog again, only to 
walk again, only to jog 
again, only to walk again. I 
was at my last straw basical- 
ly. But I picked up my legs, 
jogged one last time over the 
last few hundred feet, turn- 
ing the corner onto Waltham 
Street with the finish line 
looking straight at me. My 
wife along with my sister, 
brother-and-law and two of 
my nephews were halfway 
down cheering for me. I 
could see them in the dis- 
tance. I passed them and 
seconds later I crossed the 
finish line. 

That was the first time in 
my entire life that I crossed 
a finish line of a race. It was 
an awesome, incredible feel- 
ing that I’ll never forget. Yes 
indeed, I did it. It didn't go 
as planned. I didn't run the 
entire 3.1 miles which I 
wanted, but I did it. I crossed 
the line at 42:16.1 and fin- 
ished 204th out of 234 people. 
Not bad, considering back 
on July 12th, I couldn't take 
the laundry basket up two 
flights of stairs without feel- 
ing like my life was coming 
to an end that very second. 

I have gone over three 
months now without soda, 
chips, cookies or any of that 
crap. I’ve lost almost 30 
pounds as of today - same 
with my wife. I feel so much 
better, I have energy and I 
feel alive. 

Finishing my first road 
race isn't going to stop me 
from continuing to live a 
healthier lifestyle. I know I 
still have a lot of work left to 
do and I'd love to lose anoth- 
er 30 pounds. I just have to 
realize it won't happen 
overnight. 

And while I work towards 
the goal of losing another 30 
pounds, I'm pretty certain 
that I will try the next 5K in 
Wilmington on October 11th, 
the Tony Alonardo Memorial 
Race. Whether I have to jog 
and walk the 3.1 miles again, 
I'd like to cross the finish 
line again, this time to help 
benefit the Wilmington 
Family, who tragically lost a 
husband and father who 
inspired so many people, 
especially his wife and two 
daughters. 

I hope to see you all there 
at the starting line. Yes you, 
the one sitting on the couch, 
eating chips and drinking 
soda while watching some 
football. Come on, meet me 
down at the Fourth of July 
Building. We can inspire 
each other and do it for a 
great cause. 
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also a bit of superstition on 
his way to victory this year, 
as he was assigned bib num- 
ber 343 for the race. Get it? 
Three-for-three? 

But superstition or nothing 
was going to stop Schell from 
taking his place in the win- 
ner’s circle. 

“T’m a little superstitious, so 
when I got my number and 
saw 343, I was like ‘oh no’”, 
Schell said. “It seemed to 
work out pretty well though.” 

Coaching the Cross Country 
teams obviously takes up 
quite a bit of Schell’ time, but 
fortunately for him, it also 
provides an opportunity to 
train and prepare for races 
such as Sunday’s. And of all 
the races that Schell com- 
petes in, Sunday’s was no 
doubt the most important to 
him. 

“T run with them at prac- 
tice, so I get to stay in shape 
year round,” Schell said. “I 
love Wilmington and I love 
running in this race. I had 
some of the kids on the cross 
country teams here to sup- 
port me and that means a lot 
tome. They are like a second 
family.” 

That second family got to 
witness Schell achieve his 
best time ever in this race, 
accomplishing one of the 
goals he had set for himself. 

“My biggest goal today was 
to break 17 minutes,” Schell 
aid. “I did it a month ago 
with someone pushing me. 
Today I had someone pushing 
me at the beginning, but then 
it was just me for the last two 
miles, so to break 17, espe- 
cially on this course, I will 
take that.” 

Schell will be looking to

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take first place again next 
year, as he vows to return to 
defend his title. 

“I will definitely be back 
next year,” Schell said. “I 
will run this every year. It’s 
a great course, and I love it. 
It is a great town and a great 
atmosphere.” 

Maienza, who up until this 
past season was running for 
Schell at Wilmington High, 
may be the runner who final- 
ly wrests the title away from 
his former coach, as the 2015 
WHS graduate looks like he is 
on track for a tremendous 
racing career. 

Currently a freshman at 
UMass Amherst, Maienza 
had run the Chamber of 
Commerce race one time pre- 
viously, finishing in about 21 
minutes three years ago, dur- 
ing his sophomore year of 
high school. 

That’s not a bad time at all, 
but Sunday was clearly bet- 
ter, and clearly more fun for 
the future star, despite not 
being quite able to catch his 
former mentor Schell. 

“He pulled away from me 
about halfway through the 
race and I wasn’t quite able 
to catch up with him,” 
Maienza aid. “But this is a 
great race, and it was a lot of 
fun. It’s a great course.” 

Maienza is adjusting to col- 
lege life at UMass, taking a 
bigger workload and addi- 
tional responsibilities, but he 
has still found time to keep up 
his training. 

“T scheduled my classes so 
that are pretty close together 
so I have a good amount of 
time in the morning or the 
afternoon to get in one or two 
runs a day,” Maienza said. “I 


usually try to do seven or 
eight miles a day.” 

Despite his obvious talents, 
which were on display on not 
only the WHS Cross Country 
team, but also the Spring and 
Winter teams where he ran 
the two-mile event for the 
Wildeats, Maienza has not 
yet taken those talent to the 
college level at UMass. 

“UMass is Division 1, so I 
am not quite there yet, but I 
am hoping to try out next 
year,” Maienza said. 

Another thing Maienza is 
hoping to do next year is to 
come back for another shot 
at the title at the Chamber of 
Commerce 5K. It’s not easy 
to get here from there, when 
leaving Amherst to come 
back to Wilmington, but for 
Maienza it is worth the sacri- 
fice. 

“T had to hitch a ride with 
someone and then take a 
train as well. It took me 
about five hours to get 
home,” Maienza aid. “But 
hopefully I will be back again 
next year. I enjoyed running 
it2 

As for Hubbard, who is in 
the midst of a sensational 
season as a junior captain 
with the Emerson College 
Cross Country team, it was a 
pleasure just to be back in 
Wilmington and running this 
race for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, with Sunday’s 
result being her best ever. 

“Every year it gets better. I 
just love this race,” Hubbard 
said. “The course is great. 
It’s not too flat, but it’ not too 
hilly. It’s really gradual hills, 
so it allows you to keep your 
pace going. And the commu- 
nity around you is just so 
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amazing. There are sina 
people on the course and run- 
ning by you saying good job .., 
and supporting you. It is,a ~ 
lot of fun.” ae 

Hubbard, who has been one 
of the top finishers for 
Emerson in each of their 
races this season, was obvi- ” 
ously well prepared ~ for. 
Sunday’s race after “her = 
heavy workload for the Lions. * 

“We train a couple of times. * 
a week with the team, and = 
then when we are not with’ © 
the team we are training on’ - 
our own,” Hubbard said. 

With her experience in 5K 
races, having run one nearly 
every week for Emerson over 
the past two fall seasons, 
Hubbard has a pretty good 
handle on how she is doing in 
a race, beyond anything a 
stopwatch can tell her. 

“You can usually tell by the 
second mile how you are feel- 
ing,” Hubbard said. “Usually 
the first mile is pretty rough 
for me, but once I get past for 
that you can tell the way the 
race is going to go, and today 
I felt really good.” 

Hubbard’s experience is not 
limited to just running 5K’s of 
course. In the summer she 
runs several races around 
Lake Quannapowitt in 
Wakefield, and each May for 
the past three years she has 
run the Vermont City 
Marathon. But regardless of 
where he is, there is some- 
thing special about pune 
in Wilmington. 

“I will be back and I Sills: 
consider doing the half- 
marathon as well,” Hubbard- 
said. “It’s always a great. 
experience coming back -and’ 
running in this race.” - = -

“The last half marathon I 
ran was last November, so I 
have been doing different 
types of races,” she said. “I 
am training for the New York 
Marathon, so I was kind of 
using this as a training , so I 
was happy it worked out so 
well.” 

And what did she think of 
the Wilmington course? 

“It was a nice course. I like 
running through neighbor- 
hoods. I felt very safe. It was 
pretty hilly, so that kept 
things interesting.

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he certainly has no regrets 
about running his favorite 
local race. 

“It’s a great course, and a 
great day for it,” Hartford 
said. “The weather was 
great. It was just an awe- 
some day. It is always great 
at this race.” 

For top overall finisher 
Fran Cusick, there was very 
little to be disappointed 
about, as he ran a nearly per- 
fect race on a nearly perfect 
day to win the half marathon 
in a time of 1:14.41, winning 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce race for the sec- 
ond time, having also won it 
back in 2013. 

Cusick’s win made it a

counted for points, last 
Friday night’s game at 
Stoneham High School 
might have gone much dif- 
ferent for the Wilmington 
High Football team. But 
unfortunately for the 
Wildcats despite their best 
efforts, it was not enough to 
overcome the size and expe- 
rience of former coach Bob 
Almeida’s Spartans, who 
used the Wildcats own best 
weapon against them, using 
the running game to control 
the clock and the game, on 
the way to a 28-12 win over 
Wilmington in the Middlesex 
Freedom Division opener for 
both teams. 

The Wildcats simply had 
no answer for Stoneham jun- 
jor running back Evan 
Taylor, who toted the rock 35 
times for 220 yards and two 
touchdowns. The mammoth 
Stoneham line controlled the 
line of scrimmage all night 
long, making it nearly 
impossible for Wilmington 
defenders to stop Taylor. 

“We fought all the way to 
the end,” Wilmington coach 
Mike Barry said. “We 
played a very experienced 
team tonight. They have 
been starting a lot of guys 
for three years and were 
kind of building towards this 
year to have a good year, 
and I think they have a very 
good team.” 


As Barry noted, the 
Wildcats effort never 
wavered throughout the 


game, as they played much 
better in the second half, but 
it was not enough to over- 
come a 14-0 halftime deficit. 

With the loss, Wilmington 
dropped to 1-2 on the season, 
while Stoneham improved to 
2-1. 

A big bright spot on the 
- evening for the Wildcats was 
~ the play of junior quarter- 
back Robbie Ducharme, who 
threw for 116 yards and a 
touchdown, while senior 
running back Matt Woods 
also scored for the Wildcats. 


Right from the start, 
Stoneham established the 
ground game, marching 68 
yard on ten plays to take a 7- 
0 lead with 5:21 left in the 
first- quarter when Taylor 
scored on a four yard run. 
Stoneham simply pounded 
the ball up the middle 
against the Wildcats, with 
Taylor doing nearly all of 
the damage on the drive, 
with the one exception com- 
ing when Adrian Sousa 
hauled in an 18-yard yard 
pass from quarterback 
Brandon Cann to give the 
Spartans a first and goal at 
the Wilmington four yard 
line. 

Two plays later, Taylor 
would get away from run- 
ning up the middle, instead 
scoring a four yard sweep 
with 5:21 left in the first 
quarter for a 7-0 lead after 
the first of four extra point 
by Daniel Sweet. 

Stoneham would add to 
their lead midway through 
the second quarter, capping 
off an eight play, 53 yard 
drive on a 14-yard run up the 
middle by senior running 
back Richard Colaruso with 
4:57 left in the half. 

While the Wilmington 
defense seemed to adjust to 
the Stoneham ground game 
as the half went on the 
Spartans still dominated the 
first 22 minutes of play, pil- 
ing up 171 total yards; 
including 144 on the ground, 
while Wilmington was held 
to just 48 total yards. 

On the scoreboard, howev-

Mary Fuller and Sue Doubler, two of the Winchester 
residents behind the warrant article, want everyone to know 
that they’re not asking to ban all plastic in town, but rather just 
plastic bags at checkout. 

“We’re doing our bit for the environment,” Fuller said. 

Both practice what they preach, as both said they stopped 
using plastic a couple of years ago. They realize this article is 
merely a small effort in the grand scheme of things, but “we 
have to start somewhere.” 

With many other Massachusetts communities already ban- 
ning plastic bags, such as Brookline, Cambridge and Newton to 
name a few, it makes sense to use this as the jumping off point. 
Plus, with groups such as Sustainable Winchester, Cool 
Winchester and the Trash Pickers, the town has already shown 
its willingness to protect the environment. 

The article will also serve to make the public -more.aware of 
the environmental dangers of plastic. Perhaps if it fails this 
year, it will at least raise the public’s consciousness so it can 
pass in a future year. Or, so that business can take it upon them- 
selves to not offer plastic at checkout. 

Fuller and Doubler said they’ve gotten a mixed response 
from residents about the idea, but they did receive 200 signa- 
tures in support of the motion. For businesses, Doubler said 
they’re “aware and savvy.” 

Many are already doing their part. Doubler said the 
Assistant Manager at Stop & Shop is completely behind their 
effort. Other Stop & Shop locations, such as in Brookline and 
Provincetown already have bans in place. 

To get this warrant article off the ground, Fuller and Doubler 
have been working with Town Manager Richard Howard. 
They’re also contacting Town Meeting members and will hold a 
public forum for the general public on Monday, Oct. 14 at the 
public library (they already held one this past Monday). 


Is it worth it? 


Obviously, some people are reticent to change, regardless of 
how easy or necessary it may be. And Fuller and Doubler are 
aware of that, noting how hard changing behavior can be. But, 
they point out that a small change in consumer behavior can 
have a huge impact. 

How big an impact can one community have? A community 
like Winchester, while not large in size, can demonstrate a com- 
mitment to sustainable practices, which could encourage other 
municipalities to take similar action. For instance, had cities 
like Brookline and Newton not instituted plastic bag bans, per- 
haps Winchester wouldn’t have believed the idea possible. It 
only takes one domino to fall to start a chain reaction. 

Rest assured, neither Fuller nor Doubler want to take away 
all plastic (not yet, anyway). Plastic bags for produce (fruit and 
vegetables), meat, fish and poultry, plastic newspaper and dry 
cleaning bags, plastic garbage or pet-waste bags, and plastic 
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bags from restaurants 
will still be permitted. 

As for businesses, would a ban hurt retail 
sales? It depends on how you look at it. According to bagthe- 
ban.com it would. They state that a 2012 study by the National 
Center for Policy Analysis found that a ban on plastic bags neg- 
atively impacts retail sales and employment in the ban area, 
shifting business to stores just outside the ban region. 2 

For example, in LA county, a ban forced stores to terminate 
staff by up to 10 percent in some instances. In Seattle, nearly 40 
percent of store-owners surveyed post-ban reported seeing their 
costs for carryout bags increase between 40 and 200 percent. 

Of course, if consumers bring in their-own reusable bags, 
stores wouldn’t need to carry any bags (paper or plastic), there- 
by saving the retailer hundreds of thousands of dollars. And 
reusable bags aren’t all that expensive.

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childhood haunts. 

As was the case of the 
previous film, the story 
doesn't really click into 
gear until the action moves 
beyond the actual hotel, but 
fortunately check-out time 
arrives much earlier in this 
go around, with Sandler and 
co-screenwriter Robert 
Smigel raising the various 
stakes.

Yes, Depp is excellent. But 
the star attraction here?

“The Board of Selectmen 
this week voted to explore 
the revival of Stoneham’s 
defunct Recreation 
Department through a por- 
tion of revenues from a new 
Unicorn Golf Course man- 
agement contract,” notes 
the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“During a meeting on 
Tuesday night in Town Hall, 
the local officials unani- 
mously sanctioned 
Selectman Ann Marie 
O’Neill’s request to further 
examine the costs associat- 


ed with restoring 
Stoneham’s Recreation 
Department or Youth 
Commission, which was 


axed from the municipal 
budget in 2005. 

“According to O’Neill, 
with many predicting a new 
management contract for 
Stoneham’s golf courses will 
generate at least $100,000 a 
year in guaranteed profits, 
the town could slate a por- 
tion of those gains towards 
the hiring of a recreation 
director, who should be able 
to make a parks program 
completely self-sufficient. 

“It’s been done in other 
communities? said O’Neill 
of establishing a thriving 
parks program in Stoneham 
that raises enough money to 
fully pay for itself. ‘Why 
should it be different for us? 
We can tell [our new direc- 
tor] that in three-years, they 
have to be self-funding”’ 

“Once a _ burgeoning 
municipal department, the 


town’s long defunct 
Recreation Department had 
provided services for hun- 
dreds of local families. As 
late as the July of 2003, 
despite already struggling 
to absorb a series of budget 
cuts, the Youth Commission 
offerings still included 
activities for some 400 chil- 
dren under the town’s popu- 
lar summer parks program. 

“Town Meeting in the 
spring of 2005 finally elimi- 
nated all municipal funding 


for the Recreation

nation. You just talked 
about [the issue with get- 
ting financial information].

Solution 


While it may seem like 
plastic bags have been around 
forever, they’ve actually been 
around less than 40 years. 
According _ to inspira- 
tiongreen.com/plastic-bag- 
stats.html via the New York 
Times, plastic bags were 
introduced to grocery stores 
in 1977. 

If not plastic, then what? 
Though slightly better, paper 
bags still pose environmental 
problems such as cutting 
down trees and using chemi- 
cals to make the bags. The 
number one solution to the 
plastic bag problem, there- 
fore, is reusable cloth bags. 
Shoppers can bring them in, 
fill them up, and take them 
home. 

Are there other solutions? 
What about making recycling 
easier? Unfortunately, plastic 
has little value and tends not 
to be recycled. The 
Winchester Transfer Station 
has bins for plastic: bags, as do 
some stores in town. At most, 
according to Fuller and 
Doubler, only five percent is 
recycled and the company 


that provides Winchester’s 
recycling services reports, that 
plastic bags often clog recy- 
cling machinery, which lead 
to costly interruptions. 

What about education? 
Fuller and Doubler suggest 
that even if the town doubled 
or tripled its plastic bag recy- 
cling rate (the most expeeted 
from educating the public), it 
would still lag far behing 
paper.

beach filled with plastic bags 
or getting sick from eating 
fish exposed to plastic, bags; 
Without the ban, even, those 
who already avoid plastic 
could still encounter it. :
